Wants to complete N. Lake Street 


Boyne going after grant 


To allow construction to start 
before the Fourth of July or after 
Labor Day will be one of the 
decisions the Boyne City Com- 
missioners will have to make if the 
state gives them a grant which 
would allow for the completion of 
North Lake Street from the bridge 
over the Boyne River to the City 
Hall. 

The commissioners have ap- 
proved the seeking of the grant af- 
ter some discussion about when 
the best time to begin construction 
would be for the city. 

The issue arose because of the 
two major construction projects 
this past summer have severely af- 
fected merchant sales this summer 
and city officials want to work with 
the business owners so that will 
not happen again. 

Commissioners agreed that con- 
struction this summer may have 
been a mistake, but it was due to 
the way the grants occurred that 
made the construction happen all 
at once they said. Commissioner Bill 
Grimm said that the rebuilding of 
M-75 was supposed to be done 
three years ago but delays hap- 
pened with right-of-way concerns. 
Other commissioners said the 
bridge grant was given out and 
had to be used in order to meet 
state guidelines. 

The rebuilding of N. Lake 
Street is estimated to be a six 
week project, according to City 
Manager Randy Frykberg and 
would include widening, adding a 
passing lane, additional paved 
parking, bicycle path, curb and 
gutter to the major roadway. 

He said that almost all of the 
underground work has been com- 
pleted so the roadway would not 
need to be completely torn up in 
order to add sanitary sewer and 
water lines. He did say the street 
would be torn up to add storm 


" sewer connections. 


Jim Carrow, a downtown 
business owner said he wasn’t sure 


he could support another year of 
construction. He would rather see 
the city work on several smaller 
projects than one major one that 
could affect the business owners 
greatly. 

John Faulknor, another 
businessman who is working on 
the next years’ Mushroom 
Festival, wanted to make sure the 
city, if construction were to hap- 
pen, did not jeopardize the festival 
and wanted to make sure the city 
was planning on doing the con- 
struction after the Labor Day 
weekend as the tourist season 
would be over. He told the com- 
missioners that he thinks the city. 
doesn't have much choice as to 
when construction should occur. 
His comments were reinforced by 
Gloria Anderson of the Chamber 
of Commerce who also wanted the 
city to start construction after the 
summer. 

Both were told that anything is 
possible, although starting after 
the summer may cost the city 
more and that the chance of 
weather problems might be 
greater. 

The main concern of the com- 
missioners at this time was to give 
the approval to submit a grant ap- 
plication by the end of the week, 
which is the deadline for grants 
from the Michigan Department of 
Transportation Economic 
Development Tourism section. 

The city would find out if their 
grant is approved early next 
spring. 

Greta Mackler, representing the 
Boyne City Historical Society 
presented a check to the city for 
the Boyne City Historical Museum 
of $2,000. The money was raised 
from the annual Boyne City Home 
Tour that the group sponsors each 


year. 

City officials expressed thanks 
for the outstanding weekend ac- 
tivities which brought the first Hot 
Rod and Custom Car show to

Boyne. Some concerns were raised 
about the car show and the sailors 
from the annual Red Fox Regatta 
being so close together, but those 
concerns evaporated as the two 
groups worked together and en- 
joyed the two different activities.

One concern was raised about 
the safety of the DALMAC bicycle 
tour that comes through Boyne 
over the Labor Day weekend.

It was noted that 
riders were sometimes several 
riders abreast as they passed 
through town.

Let me explain why I think ‘an 
earnings and benefit estimate 
statement can be useful and 
relevant to you, even if you're still 
in the twenties or thirties. 

First of all, if you have children, 
you should know that Social 
Security will pay survivors 
benefits to them if you die, as long 
as you have worked and paid into 
the Social Security system. Your 
statement tells you how much each 
child would receive.

GRAPES 

Concord grapes, Michigans Jong- 
‘time abundant favorites are ripe. 
Their tangy fragrance is in the air. 
along orchard fences and arbors: I 
hope there is a good crop this year 
even though I hear that a late frost 
last Spring did some harm. | 

The early settlers brought their 
cuttings for Concord grapes with 


‘them, and how those vines have 


endured and thrived through the 
years. This is the way early 
Michganders preserved their 
grapes. First they made wine, can- 
ned their grape juice and made 


- jams and jellies. Here are a couple 


of recipes from my “White House 
Cookbook” (1962) 
GRAPE CONSERVE 

Wash five pounds of grapes and 
remove from stems. Pulp. Cook 
pulps and skins separately. Put 
pulp through a strainer to remove 
seeds. Add to skins with five 
pounds of sugar, one pound of 
raisins, the juice of three oranges 
and the grated rind of one and one- 
half. Cook fifteen minutes and add 
one cup chopped nuts. Cook until 
thick. Pour into sterilized jelly 
glasses and cover with paraffin 
when cold. 

SPICED GRAPES 

Pulp five pounds of grapes. Boil 
skins. until tender. Cook pulp and 
put through strainer to remove 
seeds. Add to skins with two and 
one-half pounds of sugar, three 
teaspoons cinnamon, two teaspon- 
ns allspice, one-half teaspoon 
cloves and one cup cider vinegar. 
Boil ten minutes and pour into

‘The quality of drinking water 
has been of increased concern in 
Northern Michigan as well as in 
other areas of the state. Basic bac- 
teriological and partial chemical 
analysis of anyone’s water was 
done in the past with the only ex- 
pense being postage. 

Since August 1, 1991, the 
Michigan Department of Public 


water testing. The fee schedule is 
the result of the Governor's 
Executive Order 1991-17 of June 
14, 1991. 

Water sample results issued af- 
ter the effective date will contain 
an invoice for the fees due the 
laboratory and method of payment 
requested. Owners of facilities 
licensed by the health department 
can expect a bill for water testing 
done in conjunction with annual 
licensing inspections. The new fees 
are applicable to everyone in- 
cluding federal and Jcoal gover- 
nment owned facilities, schools, 
churches, nursing homes, medical 
facilities, Indian reservations, and 
the local health department. 

Individuals may still obtain 
sample bottles at their local health 
department branch offices to con- 
duct routine bacteriological and 
partial chemical analysis of their 
well water. The cost for this ser- 
vice is $7.00 for a bacteriological 
sample analysis and $8.00 for a 
partial chemical analysis. This fee 
will be invoiced by the State of 
Michigan when the test is com- 
pleted.

CPAs give advice 


Gone.are the days when‘a loyal . 


employee could count on a 
longtime career with one em- 
ployer. If you have. been the 

_ unlucky recipient of a pink slip, 
keep in mind that unemployment 
need not lead to financial disaster. 
A positive outlook and wise finan- 
cial decisions can minimize the 
damage, says the Michigan 
Association of CPAs. 


As a rule, if you have lost your 


job through no fault of your own ~ 


and are actively seeking another 
job, you are entitled to unem- 
ployment benefits. Since each 
state has different eligibility 
requirements, you will need to 
check with your local unem- 
ployment office to see if you 


qualify. 
Make the most of your severance 


pay. 
If you receive a severance 
package, you may have to choose 
between taking the funds in one 
lump sum or stretching them out 
over several weeks or months. 
CPAs generally recommend that 
you opt for the lump sum so that 
you can invest the money and start 
earning interest right away. 
What's more, if your former em- 
ployer’s financial stability is 
questionable, taking a lump sum 
gives you one less thing to worry 
about. 

Protect your 401(k) and pension 
funds. 


When you leave a job, you may 
receive a sizable sum from your 
tax-deferred 401(k) retirement plan 
or pension plan. Because this 
money is earmarked for 
retirement, an early withdrawal 
could trigger trouble. To avoid hef- 
ty taxes and penalities, it’s best to 
roll over the proceeds of your 
401(k) or other pension plans into 
an Individual Retirement Account 
((RA.) Any money you don’t roll

over is taxed as ordinary income. If 
you are under age 59*/:, you may 
be hit with a 10 percent penalty as 
well. 

If you think that you may be 
forced to use’ some of your

expenses, invest your funds in a 
liquid account. This way, your 
money will not be tied up in a 
longterm investment and taxes 
and penalties will be due. only: on 
the amount you actually withdraw. 
Staying insured. 

Employers with 20 pebpla or 
more are required to offer medical 
insurance to departing employees. 
Regardless.of whether you are 
fired or leave a company. volun- 
tarily, you and your dependents 
ean continue to receive health 
coverage for up to 18 months, 
providing you pay for it yourself. If 
your spouse works, it may be 
cheaper for you to get family 
coverage under your spouse's plan. 
But find out if your spouse's 
coverage will last for the duration 
of your unemployed period. 

If you have a family to protect 
and most of your life insurance 
came from an employer's policy, 
you should also consider picking up 
life insurance coverage. Term in- 
surance is generally the least 
costly way to go. 

Manage your debt carefully. 

If you can’t meet your monthly 
payments, talk to your creditors. 
Most are willing to work with 
responsible borrowers. Explain 
your situation and offer to send 
smaller payments. If paying your 
mortgage is a problem, you may 
need to make formal arrangemen- 
ts with your mortgage lender to 
delay monthly payments. Some 
lenders may agree tqrewrite your 
loan to lower your monthly 
payments; others may even offer a 
forebearance agreement that 
allows you to pay nothing or in- 
terest only for a few months.

Early indications are that there are lots of wild turkeys food last winter at one of the area farms which provide 
available for hunters this coming season, according to feed for the winged animals.

Hot Weather 
Tarkeys and ; 

Although the summer has been 
dryer and hotter than the hubs of 
hell, it has been a bonanza for the 
wild turkey population in this area- 
-and in most of the rest of the 
state. 

A crucial stage in the life of 
turkey poults is from the time they 
hatch until the down is replaced by 
feathers. 

Although the hen will be able to 
brood the poults in the down stage, 
protecting them from the elemen- 
ts, any that are caught in a cold 
drenching rain usually end up as 
casualities. So dry warm weather 
becomes an asset to producing a 
good crop of hens and young jacks 
(juvenile toms.) 

Then, too, this hot dry weather 
has produced a bumper crop of 


grasshoppers—and turkeys lov’em. . 


T’ve seen them go across open 
fields in an undulating frontal line, 
and like feathered vacuum 
cleaners they rid a field of ‘hop- 


pers. 

From all over I get reports of 
large brood of poults. On Blan- 
chard Road, not too far from 
where I live, I saw two hens with 
combined broods of twenty poults 
a couple weeks ago. They were 


y 


almost half grown. 

And on a trip downstate I saw 
at least 25 poults staging sparring 
matches in the middle of a rural 
road east of Big Rapids. Like 
adolescent youngsters they paid 
no heed to my approaching vehicle. 

The fall hunting season for 
turkeys begins October 7th, and 
runs through November the 4th in 
designated areas by lottery. 

I’ve put in for area which 
surrounds my domain and 
hopefully I'll be successful! after 
being unlucky in getting a spring 
hunting permit for three years. 

Of course I'd rather hunt 
turkeys in the spring when only 
toms are legal; when the fun part 
of bagging a tom depends on your 
skill in calling into shotgun range 
a wiley, strutting, looking-for-a-hen 
feathered Romeo. 

The fall hunt will be for either 
sex. About the only way to bag a 
turkey is through waylaying them 
as they move from roost to feeding 
grounds in the morning, and from 
feeding to roosting areas in the 
later part of the afternoon. Legal 
hours are between local sunrise 
and sunset. 

As a rule, it you get a fall hun- 
ting permit, you'll probably end up 
with a juvenile as the old gobblers

youngsters. But come the spring 
breeding season it’s a different ball 
of wax. 

So far I don’t know if I've been 
successful in the turkey lottery, 
but if I am I'd by happy bagging a 
young, tender juicy spring poult. It 
would look good on_ this 
Thanksgiving festive board. 

Oh yes, just the other day Ray 
Hartker of Camp Petosego called 
to tell me he saw a brood of young 
poults only the size of teacups. 
Kinda looks , I'd say, like anyone 
getting one of those late commers 
would have a mighty nice fryer.

Horse sleeping 
sickness in state 


This year’s first Michigan case 
of Eastern Equine  En- 
cephalomyelitis (EEE), commonly 
called sleeping sickness, has been 
confirmed by the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) Laboratory at Ames, 
Iowa, according to Bill Schuette, 
director of the Michigan Depar- 
tment of Agriculture (MDA). 

Dr. H. Michael Chaddock, state 
veterinarian and director of 
MDA’s Animal Industry Division, 
reports that samples taken from 
a horse near Napoleon in south 
central Michigan, were confirmed 
as positive for EEE by the USDA 
on August 8. In addition, samples 
from three more sus cases 
of EEE have been submitted to 
USDA for confirmation. 

Since the EEE virus is tran- 
smitted through fresh-water 
swamp mosquitos and several 
species of birds, outbreaks usually 
occur in Jate summer and early fall, 
according to Chaddock. 

“The virus may cause acute en- 
cephalitis in horses where the 
fatality rate often reaches 90 to 95 
percent. The virus can spread 
rapidly, so we recommend that 
horse owners discuss any plans for 
a vaccination program with their 
local veterinarian,” Chaddock said. 

Symptoms of an EEE-infected 
animal are characterized by fever, 
a severe lack of coordination, 
stumbling, thrashing and death. 

The virus can cause encephalitis 
in humans. Anyone concerned 
about human health should contact 
the Michigan Department of 
Public Health or their local health 
department for advice. In birds, 
the virus produces a high-viral 
blood condition which lasts from 
three to five days. Should a 

quito drink blood from an in- 
fected bird during this period, it 
may itself become infected. 

“Mosquitos that feed on birds 
and mammals are responsible for 
transmitting the disease. Horses 
do not develop blood viruses high 
enough to infect mosquitos and are 
not a source of the disease. 
Therefore, horses are considered 
dead-end hosts and are not part of 
the transmission cycle,” Chaddock 
said.
